BLACK PANTHER PARTY (BPP), 
also known as 

Black Panther Party for Sclf-Defense 

According to the official newspaper of the BPP . the 
BPP was started during December 1066 in Oakland, California, to organize 
black people so I hey can take control of the life, politics, and the 
destiny of the black community. It was organized by BOBBY G. SEALE, BPP 
Chairman, and HUEY P. NEWTON, Minister of Defense, BPP. 

The official newspaper, called "The Black Panther," regularly states 
that the BPP advocates the use of guns and guerrilla tactics in its 
revolutionary program to end oppression of the black people. Residents 
of the black community are urged to arm themselves against the police who 
ure consistently referred to as "pigs" who should be killed. 

The newspaper, in its issue of September 7, 1968, had an article by 
the then Minister of Education, GEORGE MURRAY. This article ended with 
the fol 1 owing : 

"Black men. Black people, colored persons of America, revolt 
everywhere! Arm yourselves. The only culture worth keeping 
is revolutionary culture. Change. Freedom everywhere. . 
Dynamite! Black power. Use the gun. Kill the pigs everywhere." 

The BPP newspaper, issue of October 5, 1968, had an article introduced 
with the following statement: "We will not dissent from American govern- 
ment. We will overthrow it." 

DAVID MILLIARD, Chief of Staff, BPP, in a speech at the San Francisco 
Polo Field on November 15, 1969, said "We will kill Richard Nixon." 

DAVID MILLIARD, in the "New York Times," issue of December 13, 1969, 
was quoted as follows: "We advocate the very direct overthrow of the 
government by way of force and violence." 

In the issue of April 25, 1970, the BPP newspaper had an article by 
Minister of Culture EMORY DOUGLAS as follows: 

"The only way to make this racist US government administer 
justice to the people it is oppressing, is... by taking up 
arms agains t this government , killing the officials, until 
the reactionary forces... are dead, and those that are left 
turn their weapons on their superiors, thereby passing 
revolutionary judgement against the number one enemy of all 
mankind, the racist U.S. government." 

The BPP Headquarters is located at 1046 Peralta Street, Oakland, 
California. Branches of the BPP, and Committees to Combat Fascism, under 
control of the BPP. have been established in various locations in the USA.

The school faculty at High J'nint 
Central High Srhnol is very racist. 
It all started at tlie beginning of 
the school year wtien brothers 
and sisters were trying to poli- 
tically educate the students to the 
fact that they should be able to 
le^rn their true history and should 
be able to choose their own cur- 
riculum. They had been opjv^cd 
In their efforts to £« the cur- 
riculum they wanted by dog Jerry 
Shoavers the principal. Lorry 
Medley, one of the brothers, trying 
reinitiate thechan^e wasapproacbed 
and threatened by pig 5hoavcrs, 
he was told that if he continued to 
try to politically educate the Black 
students, he would be thrown out 
of school. But this did not dis- 
courage the brother, because he 
is strong in his beliefs. After this 
incident Larry and two other bro- 



thers (George Dswiti and William 
Douglass), went to the ofiice to 
talk to the principal about the crap 
t)\ at \v-2s handing down Their 
rap to the fool about getting Black 
studies was so strenfi that the 
principal caJk-d them Black Pan- 
thers. Alter seeing that he 
couldn't stop them, he moved to 
kick tut. l o:it of school on 
trumped up charges. After the 
brothers were Girled out, a boot- 
licking guidance counselor told 
George that he should co to law 
school to become a lawyer, be- 
cause he was a "heavy rapper". 
After the brothers were told lo 
Jeave the school grounds, pig

BLACK PANTHKR PARTY (BPP) , 
also known as 

Black Panther Party for Self-Defense 

According to the official newspaper of the BPP. the 
BPP was started during December 1966 in Oakland, California, to organize 
black people so they can take control of the life, politics, and the 
destiny of the black community. It was organized by BOBBY G. SEALE, BPP 
Chairman, and HL'EY P. NEWTON, Minister of Defense, BPP. 

The official newspaper, called "The Black Panther,'* regularly states 
that the BPP advocates the use of guns and guerrilla tactics in its 
revolutionary program to end oppression of the black people. Residents 
of the black community are urged to arm themselves against the police who 
are consistently referred to as "pigs" who should be killed. 

The newspaper, in its issue of September 7, 1968, had an article by 
the then Minister of Education, GEORGE MURRAY. This article ended with 
the following,: 

"Black men . Black people , colored persons of America , revolt 
everywhere! Arm yourselves. The only culture worth keeping 
is revolutionary culture. Change. Freedom everywhere. 
Dynamite! Black power. Use the gun. Kill the pigs everywhere , " 

The BPP newspaper, issue of October 5, 1968, had an article introduced 
with the following statement: "We will not dissent from American govern- 
ment. We will overthrow it." 

DAVID HILLIARD, Chief of Staff, BPP, in a speech at the San Francisco 
Polo Field on November 15, 1969, said "We will kill Richard Nixon." 

DAVID HILLIARD, in the "New York Times," issue of December 13 , 1969, 
was quoted as follows: '"We advocate the very direct overthrow of the 
government by way of force and violence." 

In th*? issue of April 25, 1970, the BPP newspaper had an article by 
Minister of Culture EMORY DOUGLAS as follows: 

. "The only way to make this racist US government administer 
justice to the people it is oppressing, is... by taking up 
arms pgainst this government, killing the officials, until 
the reactionary forces ... are dead, and those that are left 
turn their weapons on their superiors, thereby passing 
revolutionary judge-went against the number one enemy of all 
mankind, the racist U.S. government." 

The BPP Headquarters is located at 1046 Peralta Street, Oakland, 
California. Branches of the BPP, and Committees to Combat Fascism, under 
control of the BPP , have been established in various locations in the USA.

ipproximately thirty-five individuals from 
Winston-salem attended the Revolutionary Peoples Constitutional 
Convention which started September 5, 1970, a* Philadelphia ,iy y 
Pennsylvania. Amohg these wefe JVLJUS^MMIP^COBNEJAj, _JR. , ' 
JAMES/fORD, JAMES/CATO, LARJW LITXIJE , And WILLIAM^GARY, along 
with* LEE FAY JIACKvn her daughters, RUTH.iuuiJ^ZE^fecK, and 
her husband, HAZEL LEE MACK. The group departea Winston- 
Salem on the night of September 4-5, 1970, in a van-type truck 
rented by JULIUS CORNELL, a Ford Torino, rented by LEE FAY 
MACK, and a station wagon (Ford), rented by JULIUS CORNELL. 
CORNELL had approximately $800 in expense money which was all 
used in view of the fact the group left on September 4, 1970, 
and returned on September 8, 1970. They stayed at a church 
on Seventh Avenue near Temple Universit y. In addition to the 
individuals -named as attending, ^(JB^ advised that the rest 
of the group was made up of members of the community who reside 
near the panther Headquarters. ' I 



On September 25, 1970, SF T-16 reported that an 
unidentified individual from North Carolina had traveled in 
various areas of North Carolina and in addition, had talked 
to someone in Atlanta, Georgia, concerning getting a train in 
connection with the Revolutionary Peoples constitutional 
Convention. This individual was reportedly to attend a staff 
meeting to be held in New York on September 26, 1970. t 



In addition, NY TV 6 6 reported thafc^J^J (phonetic) , 
a Black panther Party member functioning out of Winston-Salem, 
North Carolina, had traveled in cities throughout North 
Carolina and South Carolina, attempting to create interest in 
establishing BPP community centers and to raise money for the 
convention. U

He did not" have to sign any document 
to obtain the se scree ns which were apparently spare screens 
which Colonel^MHJ^possessed. The screens were taken to 
Winston-Salem an^placed in the yard of Atkins High {School* U 

stated on September 16, 1970, he 
drove past the BPP Headquarters, 1602 East Fourteenth Street, 
winston-salem, North Carolina, and observed some screens which 
were similar in appearance to captioned screens nailed over 
windows of BPP Headquarters. Upon checking the high school, 
he found that the Bcreens which he had placed in the yard were 
missing. (,(, 

Chief Storage 

Sec tion, Fort Bragg, North Carolina, stated 

VHH^H^legitimately draws supplies from Fort Bragg, North 
Carolina, and on August 24, 1970, came to Fort Bragg and 
requisitioned ten weapon racks. On this occasion, 

^■^^^gave him the screens, described above, which were 
left over from an order he had previously made for his own use. 
Accordingly, no requisition wa s submitted and no record made 
of this property transaction. VH^^^^^^^^A stated that 
accountability for this propertJ^enaecnmenTnese screens were 
issued to Centra^storaqe^Supply Division, Fort Bragg, North 
Carolina, and w^^^H^^HHJft was not reouired to place them 
on inventory. He^ the screens without the door 
panel are expendable. He stated the screens do not have a 
unique serial number but have a stock number which is the same 
on all screens of the same type but which will not serve for 
individual identification, /j

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stated screens of this type have been 
in military stock for approximately two years. The total number 
produced is not known nor is it known if they are made for 
civilian sale. The above-described screens would have a total 
value of $299.80. They were manufactured at USONA, 3512 Chouteau, 
Saint Louis, Missouri, under DSA Contract Number 700-69-9542. 
They were sent from the manufacturer to the Arms Depot at 
Granite City, Illinois, and from there to Fort Bragg, North 
Carolina.

During the period of September 1, 1970, to October 
8, 1970, SF T-22 reported that the BPP group at Winston-Salem, 
North Carolina, was in regular receipt of shipments of the 
BPP Newspaper, receiving from three to five boxes per week. 
During this period, one weekly order, according to SF T-22, 
was for 2,500 papers. (J 

It is noted that SF T-16 reported during August, 
1970, that there had been difficulty with the group at Winston- 
Salem, North Carolina, not ordering their papers correctly 
and were at times behind in their payments for newspapers.

BLACK PANTHER PARTY (BPP) , 
also known as 

Black Panther Party for Self-Defense 

According to the official newspaper of the BPP. the 
BPP was started during December 1966 in Oakland, California, to organize 
black people so they can take control of the life, politics, and the 
destiny of the black community. It was organized by BOBBY G. SEALE, BPP 
Chairman, and HL'EY r . NEWTON, Minister of Defense, BPP. 

The official newspaper, called "The Black Panther," regularly states 
that the BPP advocates the use of guns and guerrilla tactics in its 
revolutionary program to end oppression of the black people . Res iden ts 
of the black commun i ty a re urged to arm themselves against the police who 
are consistently referred to as "pigs" who should be killed. 

The newspaper, in its issue of September 7, 1968, had an article by 
the then Minister of Educalion, GEORGE MURRAY . This article ended with 
the f ol 1 owing 

"Black men , Black people , colored persons of America , revolt 
everywhere ' Arm you rse Ives . The only culture worth keeping 
is revolutionary culture. Change. Freedom everywhere . 
Dynamite! Black power. Use the gun. Kill the pigs everywhere " 

The BPP newspaper, issue of October 5, 1968, had an article introduced 
with the fol lowing statement: "We will not dissent from American govern- 
ment . We will overthrow it . " 

DAVID MILLIARD, Chief of Staff, BPP, in a speech at the San Francisco 
Polo Field on November 15, 1969, said "We will kill Richard Nixon." 

DAVID HILLIARD, in the "New York Times," issue of December 13, 1969, 
was quoted as fol lows : "We advoca to the very direct overthrow of the 
government by way of force- and violence." 

In the issue of April 25, 1970, the BPP newspaper had an article by 
Minister of Culture EMORY DOUGLAS as follows: 

"The only way to make this racist US government administer 
justice to the people it is oppressing, is... by taking up 
arms i ns I this gover nmen t , killing the officials, until 
the reactionary forces .are dead, and those that are left 
turn their weapons on their superiors , thereby pass ing 
revolutionary j u^ge-iu-n t against the number one enemy of all 
mankind, the racist U S government "

According to the official newspaper of the BPP. the 
BPP was started during December 1966 in Oakland, California, to organize 
black people so they can take control ol the life politics, and the 
destiny of the black community. It was organized by BOBBY G. SEALE, BPP 
Chairman, and HUEY P. NEWTON, Minister of Defense, BPP . 

The official newspaper , called "The Bl ack Pan t her , " regularly states 
that the BPP advocates the use of guns and guerrilla tactics in its 
revolutionary program to end oppression of the black people. Residents 
of the black community are urged to arm themselves against the police who 
are consistently referred to as "pigs" who should be killed 

The newspaper, in its issue of September 7, 1968, had an article by 
the then Minister of Education, GEORGE ItHJRKAY. This article ended with 
the following 

"Black men, Black people, colored persons of America, revolt 
everywhere ! Arm yourse J ves . The only cul ture worth keeping 
is revolutionary cul ture. Change. Freedom everywhere . 
Dynamite! Black power. Use the gun. Kill the pigs eve'rywhere . " 

The BPP newspaper , issue of October 5 , 1968 , had an article introduced 
with the following statement: 'We will not dissent from America n govern- 
ment. We will overthrow it." 

DAVID HILLIARD, Chief of Staff, BPP in a speech at the San Francisco 
Polo Field on November 15, 1969, said "We will kill Richard Nixon." 

DAVID HILLIARD, in the "New York Times," issue of December 13, 1969, 
was quoted as fol lows : "We advocate the very direct overthrow of the 
government by way of force and violence." 

In the issue of April 25, 1970, the BPP newspaper had an article by 
Minister of Culture EMORY DOUGLAS as follows:
